MISTAKEN REPORT OF THE SAFRTY 
OF THE OREW Of THE STEAMER 
” . “PERNTOWSR."

Wo yesterday received from Saigon a copy 
of. Le Saigonnaia. of the Sth instont, and 
& pernsal of its contents led. to the im- 
prossion that the recent loss of the British 
steamor Ferntower in a typhoon, while’ on ‘the 
voyage hither fram Saigon, had happily not bean 
attended with the, torrible loss of life hitherto 
suppozed to havo attended her foundering, The 
above journal has a brief ‘report of tho loss of 
thot vessel. In the noxt paragraph it is 
stated, howaver, that the French manof-war 
Brandon hod arrived “at. Saigon with foarteon 
persons belonging to the crew: of the ill-fated 
veasol, and that the captain and Europcan mom- 
bers of the crew would bo at Quinhon. Undor 
the samo heading it.is roportod that the Nethor- 
lands India steamer Celebe’s stiffared heavily in tha 
same typhoon, and that the Britich steamer Gal- 
weston, at one time sappesod to have boon lost, 
had put in.on appearance little or nothing 
dawaged. Tho Saigonnais was .bronght up 
by the Galveston, and on reading the above 
we sent off to inquire with xefetence to the 
alleged survivors of the Ferntower, Tho result, 
bas been that we bave bad relnotantly to enmo 
to the conclusion that the writer of that item of 
news in the Suizoanais was Isbouring ander 
Qn error, and that the two mon picked up 
from o piece of wreckage by the Findndala 
three nights and four daya after the Ferntower 
went down, aro still tho ouly survivors of that me- | 
lancholy catastrophe. Tho iuforinstion obtained 
onboard the Galvestonis totheeffrotthatthea four. 
teen menbronght up by the gunboat Brandon aro 
tho romoinder of the crow, of a Siamese barques 
and a little reflection leads to the conclusion that 
they must be the portion of tho crew of the 
Siomose barque Ban Lae, from whom the oap- 
tain, mate, and two or throv other hands parted 
company after leaving Wha Trang in separate 
native boats. It will bo remembered that the 
‘barque was lost off the coast of Anoam, and the 
captain aud orew, after a oruise in tho ehip's 
poate, met with aome French gunboats and some 
troops, who sant them off to Quinhon in native 
boats. ‘The captain, mato, and thir companions 
arrived there withont the restof theshipwrecked 
orew, and reached Hongkong on Snuday, the 12th 
fast. These fonrtaon mon are doubtless the mon 
the Captain parted ‘company from, who 
have boon picked up by the Fronch gunboat; 
and they must have reporfed that their oap- 
tain and his mate had gona to, Quinhon. With 
these facts, and’ tho almost cortainty left 
by tho story of the two survivors of tha 
Ferntower, as to the loss of all other membors of 
tha orew, thore is hut iso little reason to. donbt 
Seoount of these fourtoon
